T HOUGH theie is nothing fhould Iefs plead for nn apology to 
the public than addreffing them on what fo immediately and 
importantly concerns them, the continuance and reft or at ion of their 
health ; yet in a country like this, — where the neccffttous , the ignorant, 
and adventurous are every hour pradtifingon the conltitutions of their 
fellow-creatures; — the molt diftant poffibility of my being clafled in. 
this number would have prevented this addrefs, was I not at the 
fame time fo confcious, from many years abfolute experience in a 
variety of cafes, of the fuperior efficacy of this medicine; that, ab- 
ltracted frem all other conliderations, I Ihould hold myfelf chargeable, 
in point of duty, to omit making it as univerfal as poffible. 

Upon this principle, then, and the corroborating fuccefs of tints

inftance (at lead that has ever come to my knowledge) when properly 
given according to the directions, of their being found ineffectual. 

And fuch is the lingular efficacy and quality of this medicine, 
that it may be taken with equal fafety in infancy or old age, by deli- 
cate or robuft conlfitutions, in fmall or large quantities as the cafe 
may require; and fo far from producing any of thole violent opera- 
tions, the ufual effedts of Antimonial Powders, it recovers nature in 
the moft friendly manner imaginable, operating without any other 
fenfible difference than a degree of perfpiration, &c. proportioned to 
the necellity of thedifeafe. 
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It is to be lamented, that, upon many occafions, in fevers, phy- 
ficians are obliged to wait for what they call the crifis of the diforder, 
and many days are often elapfed in this intermediate, doubtful ftate, 
before any thing can be pronounced in rcfpedt to an opinion on the 
patient; but this medicine is fo immediate, yet innocent, in it’s 
effects, that it waits for no crifis or particular period; it may be 
taken in the firft, middle, or latter fiages of the diforder, with fafety j 
in Ihort, it wants but to meet the difeafe to effect a cure. 

From thefe pojiiive declarations, I am not infenfible what a rifque 
I may be thought to run, both in refpedt to my own character and 
fortune; and indeed I fiiould feel myfelf unworthy not only of the 
public patronage I have received, but of the common benefits of 
mankind, could I be fo loft to my own honour and confcience, for 
the mere fake of interefted views, thus to recommend a medicine, 
which I even remotely doubted of it’s fuccefs ; but the repeated 
proofs I have had of it’s never-failing efficacy , it’s immediate, power- 
ful, and fafe effects, all give me a confcioufnefs of communicating 
it to the world under the moll pofitive and certain aflurances. 

Thefe drops, beiides being a fpecific for fevers, I have often known 
fucceed in a variety of other diforders, fuch as bad digefion , nervous 
head-aebs , latent feurvies , (the fource of many evils) and infallibly in 
gouty habits, where infenfible perfpiration is fupprefled. And indeed 
when the extent of their powers, as an univerfal dcobftruent, which 
lead to a general ftrengthening and reftoration of nature, are con- 
fidered, the univerfality of their effedfts will ceafe to be wondered at.

Though the ufe of thefe 
Drops would be a convincing anfwer to fuch infinuations ; yet, as 
many have not experienced their effects; and as I would willingly 
obviate every difficulty, as well for the fake of my own reputation as 
the fatisfaCtion of the Public; I fhall fubmit the following apology 
for my conduct. 

It is generally objected to thofe, who have laboured through a 
painful courfe of years, and have been at great expences in the dif- 
eovery and preparation of medicine, that to make a myfteryfor pri- 
vate emolument of what fo eflcntially affeCts public benefit, is repug- 
nant to thofe principles of univerfal charity, which fhould actuate the 
human breaft: — This, at firft fight, i own feems plaufible, but then 
it fhouid be ccnfidered, that the means of throwing this into common 
uft-i may deftroy its efleCts ; as the excellency of a medicine depends 

not 
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not fo much on the fubject from which it is taken, as the great care 
and judgment in the preparation. A common chemift, in fhorten- 
ing the necefiary period of preparation, difpenling with accidents, 
fubftituting apparently fimilar bodies, or by any of thofe various 
means, which may fave his time, or increafe his profits, may think 
himfelf fufficiently juftified for fo doing by the ufage of trade: But the 
more careful chemift, confcious that the ieaft accident or mifmanage- 
ment is frequently i'ufficient to extinguifh the virtues of his procefs, 
and having nothing fo much at heart as the credit of his medicine, is 
barred by no labour, no time, no expences, no difappointments, in 
bringing to perfection this his favourite objeCt. 

Permit me then to rank myfelf in this laft clafs, who, from dedi- 
cating the belt part of my life to chemical Procefles, mult neceflarily 
be fuppofed to be well acquainted with the minuteft preparation f>f 
medicine; and on the credit of this experience let me add, that what 
from the judgment and accuracy required, together with the many 
accidents to which it is liable, the procefs of my Drops can 
fcarcely be compleated in the way of common bufmejs. This con- 
fideration then alone, I flatter myfelf, will fully juftify my conduit 
to the judicious and impartial part of mankind. 

I have already been fufficiently explicit in enumerating the virtues 
of this medicine; I do not therefore mean to take up any more of the 
attention of the Public; otherwife, than as the Preservation and 
Restoration of health form the principal and greateft blefling of 
life, th *t they ftriitly examine into it’s merits. If it turns out to be 
productive of thofe benefits I have mentioned; furely I cannot be 
thought prefuming to expeCt that a public reward fhould follow lb 
public a benefit. If on the contrary I fhould be found one of thofe 
forward daring empyricks, who are heedlefs what facrifices they 
make to their own interefts; let me be branded with that infamy 
which thofe who endeavour to deceive mankind in fuch important 
matters deferve. 

And here I beg leave to requefl: all thofe who have honoured me 
with their confidence, and who by experience or obfervation are 
vouchers of the efficacy of this medicine, to favour me with their 
names and addrefs, that, by the permitted publication of fuch au- 
thority, I may be the better enabled to render as univerfal as polfible 
fo great a benefit to mankind.

S I R, 

A S often as I hear of any one lately dead in a fever, my queflion 
is.

But, if I have feen a fellow creature, who, a little before, lay dif- 
folving as it were in the flames cf a burning fever, without' any reft 
day or night, or dying away in the languors of rhe putrid fort — by 
the happy influence of this medicine, blefs’d with refrelliing lieep, or 
falling into a gentle perfpiration, and thefe followed by all the ligns 
of a fpeedy recovery; — it fuch reiterated fcenes as thefe, in my own 
family, as well as others, have convinced me, that not only every 
fever, but even the caufe of it, nnift infallibly give way to Norris’s 
Drops; ought I ftill to refill the impulfes of benevolence, and by 
an ill-timed fhynefs of appearing in print, lofe perhaps an oppor- 
tunity of faving life?

S I R, 

W HEN I made bold fome time ago to fend you a few lines for 
your paper, (which I have the unexpedted pleafure to fee 
repeated in feveral other new's-papers) in recommendation of the 
greateft medical blejjing the world ever received, it was done with a 
lole view to the prefervation of life, and the relief or prevention of 
thofe miferies that fo often attend fevers in the ufual method of 
treatment. A news-paper is read by multitudes of every claft, and 
may find its way into thofe hands w here a book of atfefted cures may 
never cqme, and therefore appeared the molt likely channel to con- 
vey the benefit intended. The end is not altogether unanfwered, 
Occafions of illnefs are but too frequent — the unprejudiced have be- 
lieved our report, and tried the medicine — to try it fairly and to fuc- 
ceed are infeparable; and accordingly feveral have been lately added 
to the cloud of witneffes that have made Norris’s Fever Drops fa- 
mous in London and elfcwhere . — But now fo it is , that fome are dif- 
pleafed with my lincere endeavours : thofe who know no other fpring 
of action but Self, inlinuate that 1 am interelled in the profits of the' 
medicine; this I can fafely difavow in the moll plenary and folemn 
manner. Others w'ho dread nothing more than the reputation of a 
medicine which may be taken without pomp or parade, affe£t fo 
doubt the truth of what is afferted ; but this will be readily proved by 
all the evidence that things of the kind are capable of.

For the fatisfa&ion of 
fuch, my introduction was as follows: 

At a time when I had not fo much as heard that the medicine was 
extant, the printed directions for ufing Dr. Norris’s Fever Drops, 
by mere accident, fell into my hands; it happened at the fame time 
that a young perfon of my acqaintance lay dangeroufly ill of a putrid 
fever.

— And in the morning the face of things was fo changed, 
that the fame gentleman, (not knowing what had been done) ex- 
claimed with admiration at fuch an amendment in fo fhort a time, pro- 
tefting that if the prefent fymptoms continued, he thought the 
patient out of danger. — By the foie ufe of thefe Drops entire health 
returned apace, and ftrength followed by degrees. —Such a convincing 
proof of the goodnefs of the medicine could not but engage me to 
recommend it occafionally wherever I had any influence, and in all 
fuch inftances, in what kind of fever foever, a fpeedy and etfedfual 
cure has always been obtained by thefe Drops, without the leaft un- 
eafinefs in the operation.

S I R, 

S OME time ago at Plymouth I was fuddenly taken ill ; it began. 

with a (hivering all over me, a dreadful (icknefs at my ftomach, 
together with a naufea and vomiting, which foon terminated in a 
violent Fever; an Apothecary was fent for ; I took of his draughts, 
&c. But hearing fo much of your Drops for Fevers, I thought, 
while I remained in my fenfes, (for I found a delirium coming on 
very fait) I would give them a trial ; accordingly I fent for a bottle,

I Have two daughters, who, I think I may fafely fay, under God, 
owe their very exiftence to the virtues of your Drops for Fevers ;

S I R, 

I N juftice to your excellent and mod: valuable Drops for Fevers 
and Colds, I fend you the particulars of my cafe, which, if you 
think proper, you are welcome to publifh for the benefit of others. 

Sometime in the beginning of lafi winter I caught a violent cold, 
attended with a fever and hoarfenefs, which reaching my lungs, 
fixed there, and I grew worfe daily, till at length I was quite weak, 
much emaciated, and fo deprived of my fpeech, as only to be able 
to fpeak in a very low, whifpering voice, fcarcely to be heard by any 
perfon, though ever fo near me ; and notwithfianding I tried every 
remedy that could be thought of, I continued thus for more than 
three months, and infiead of mending, grew fiill worfe, till at 
length I was got into a very weak and dangerous way.

Y OUR favourable reception of my former letter induces me to 
trouble you with the prefent; wherein I lhall recite, in the 
order they occurred, fome of the late fucceflcs of your excellent 
Fever Drops; . 

One of our Night Conftables having been {trapped down in his 
bed for feveral days, delirious and frantic, in a violent Fever, his 
wife was perfuaded to try your medicine; the effect was, a fine 
breathing fweat, which turned the diforder, fo that he thenceforward 
grew better, till quite recovered.

My fon told me of a carpenter in the neighbourhood, who com- 
plained of terrible pains from his breaft through to his back.

We gave him the Drops in 
Port wine (as he was exceflive low); in the morning he found him- 
felf quite eafy, and was getting up in the bed to thahk me, if I had 
not prevented, and charged him not to check the fweat that had been 
fo much his friend. 

Next in courfe I am to thank you, Sir, under Providence, for 
my own life. Having been playing in my ihirt, on a cold morning, 
with my little ones, in a room adjoining to my bed-chamber; I 
was waked in the enfuing night with a pain in the fide of my belly, 
not fo acute as that of the pleurify, but a dead fort of pain that 
feemed like a lloppage ; I fejt alfo fuch a depreflion upon the urinary 
paflage, as made me feem to want relief that way more than twenty 
times in an hour. About day-light I got up, to try the fuccefs of an 
upright pofture. My diflrefs encreafed very fall, and the warm 
liquids that were given me, returned in a few feconds, for nothing 
would yet remain in my llomach; they gave me caftor-oil, but it 
came up in a moment ; and now I grew fo deplorably bad, that my 
life feemed to be in danger. An univerfal cold fvveat, accompanied 
by faintnefs, was followed by a benumbing cold, that feized my 
hands and feet, (although in a warm parlour) and was approaching 
to my knees, when they trembled under me, and I was no longer 
fupportable by thofe who held me, but defired to return to my bed. 
All portions were alike intolerable, and I began to think of a diflo- 
lution. In this extremity, my fon (late your happy patient in Lon- 
don) came to the bedfide, and afked me what I thought of the Fever

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Next follows a cafe that I can hardly think to have been exceeded 
fince the invention of your noble medicine, and which, even though 
(as I feared) it had not been finally fuccefsful, mud have reflected 
no little reputation thereon, for having repeatedly put off the ftroke, 
and revived the patient in the very hour of death.

A poor induftrious woman, ^ ie unhappy wife of a wretch who is 
gone a privateering, caught the Spotted Fever, by adventuring to 
afiifi a houfe full of lick, which every one elfe had abandoned. She 
was herfelf an invalid at the time, never having been her own 
woman (as file faid) fince (two years ago) file underwent a courfe of 
mercurials for a bad diftemper received from her hulband, which had 
left her lubject to pains in ihe bowels and limbs, with a complication 
of difoiders; in this ftate file received the infedfion, the putrefcent 
fymptoms were accordingly very rapid; but what increafcd the dan- 
ger and mifery of this poor woman, cathartic medicines had been 
given her, which had brought on a black flux ; and now the Dodfor 
was fo certain of her death, that he cautioned thofe about her, not 
to let tfre body remain long unburied, &c. And thus the patient 
lay, in a clofe-ground apartment, very ill-attended, and under 
every difadvantageous circumfiance; when a well difpofed perfon, 
who had already fent her two finall bottles of your Fever Drops, 
w idled me to call and fee her, as a perfon lying ill limply of a fever • 
which I did; but when thofe about her had told me the particulars' 
above-mentioned, I defpaired of her recovery. She was, how- 
ever, ftill able to fwallow, and therefore having furnifhed a fup- 
ply of Drops, and altered the vehicle to Port wine, (for the firfi: 
hid been ignorantly given in tea) I left orders for the night, purfuant 
to the printed directions. The next day produced very little altera- 
tion, except (as we thought) fome amendment in the pulfe, which 
had been very tremulous and obfeure; but at eleven the lucceeding 
night, we were fiiocked with an account that the woman was dying. 
I now vvifhed from my foul we had never meddled with fuch mipof- 
fibilities, and would have given up the point; but my fon (being 
encouraged by his own experience in nearly a fiinilar extremity) 
propofed giving the Drops unmixed. I commended his firmnels, 
and by one means or other we got the dying patient to drink a wine 
glafs of the Drops alone. She was fo fenfible of benefit from this ef- 
fort, that about an hour after, finding herfelf grow faint .again, file 
took another glafs of pure Drops ; and now her hands and feet be- 
came warmer, her pulfe much better, and thus we left her for the 
night, with proper orders to thofe who fat up. The patient was 
fupported with good coniac-toddy, &c. and in the morning we found 
a tolerable pulfe kept up. We ordinarily gave the Drops in Port; and 
now begafi a continued conflict, as it were, between death and the 
medicine, each alternately gaining ground. The fpots were out in 
" abundance. 
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abundance, and the flux continued; the patient had not the leaft 
‘ retention from the firft, and lay in a deplorable condition ; at fevers! 
other times file feemed to be dying, and even had what is called 
the death rattles upon her more than once; but when thefe ghaftly 
fymptoms appeared, the Drops were our fheet-anchor, and mani- 
feftly faved her life, at three or four feveral times. In fome three or 
four days the flux flopped, and at the fame ti e the patient fuund 
herfelf better. Soon after this wegot her fhifted into a good wholefome 
bed, but after all were afraid it was but for her to die upon. Ptr- 
lifling however in our courfe, watching the fymptoms, efpecially 
the pulfe and degrees of heat, according to the directions, and after 
taking more than eight five (hilling bottles of Drops, the diforder 
feemed to be got under.

Upon enquiry I found 
that a deplorable flomach-ficknefs accompanied his other complaints; 
and now I brought him a good wine-glafs of more than half Drops 
filled with Port wine, affuring him of inflant relief; he drank it, 
and the event inftantly made my words good ; his head was no fooner 
on the pillow, but he fell afleep, and a fweat coming on, his nap

continued two hours; then waking a little reftlefs, a glafs of Fever 
Drops and Port wine, as before, gave him a good remainder of the 
night, and next day he was quite eafy and chearful. 

I beg pardon for troubling you with this very long epiftle, though 
on a fubje£f that I make no doubt mankind in general will fooner or 
later be greatly benefited by; therefore hope you will excufe it, an4 
am, wilhing you many happy returns of the feafon,
